OFFENSIVE DEFENSIVE 




"T" FORMATION — Balanced line; quarterback 
two yards behind center; halfbacks behind 
tackles; fullback behind quarterback. The 
formation shifts before ball is put into play. 




DOUBLE WINGBACK — Usually unbalanced line; 
wingbacks flank offensive ends from behind 
scrimmage line; bucking-back behind guard on 
strong side: tailback six yards behind center. 




SINGLE WINGBACK— Balanced or unbalanced 
line; the four backs concentrate on one 
side of center. Plays can be run to weak 
or strong side. Wingback outflanks the end. 




"7- 1 -2-1 ' — Seven men on the line. Defensive full- 
back directly behind scrimmage Jine; halfbacks 
flank ends; safety man about twenty yards be- 
hind line. 




"7-2-2" — Seven-man line; two men backing up 
line with other two backs in line with the ends 
about seventeen yards behind scrimmage line. 




"6-2-2-1 — Six-man scrimmage line; two men 
backing up line; two men directly behind ends; 
safety man about twenty yards behind line.
